FRANCISCO SKYSCRAPER’S 
SKELETON DOOMED. 


Work of Rebuilding City Brought 
te Standstili by Refusal of lusur - 
ance Companies to Hasten Settie- 
ment of Their Liabilities—Remains 
of Eleven Victims of Fire Found. 


— — 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 30.—-[Exelu- 
sive Dispatch.] With the exception of 
its steel skeleton, the Mills building, 
a’ the corner of Bush and Montgom- 
ery, will have to be razed. This fact 
has been given out by H. H. Taylor, 
agent for D. O. Mills, owner. 

This skyscraper made one of the hot- 
test fires in the city. Many law offices 
were in it, and their wooden furnish- 
ings and law libraries furnished excel- 
lent food for the flames, though the 
building itself was fireproof. 

The steel skeleton, however, is in an 
excellent state of preservation, accord- 
ing to the report of J. D. Galloway, 
civil engineer and building expert, em- 
ployed to investigate the damage. 

The work of rebuilding San Fran- 
cisco has been brought to a standstill 
by the refusal of insurance companies 
to hasten settlement of their Habill- 
ties. 

A week ago, hundreds of men who 
had changed the St. Francis, Crocker, 
‘Shreve and Mutual Life buildings into 
hives of industry, were told to drop 
their shovels, as work could not pro- 


ceed. Since then, there has been per- 


sistent effort to force some kind of an 
agreement from the underwriters, but 
without avall. When the final word 
will come to let the work go on is as 
much in doubt now as it was on the 
day after the fire.
